Dr. .Gilbert Reid (in mandarin) at the Inter- 
natinnnt: Institute was given, at Shang at 
fast -Saturday at 5 o'clock: - - Besides the 
Chinese there ' were cecueil a few fo- 
feigners, among whom were Messrs. McLeavy 
Brown and Archibald Little,’ who listened 
‘attentively to the close, The chair was taken 
by the. late minister to St. James's Court, His 
Ex. Chang Té-yi, who in a few appropriate re: 
marks emphasised the triining of the heart in 
all lenrning, and expressed his pleasure’ that 
anew line of thought was to be opened up by 
these lectures in describing how noted men of 
China and the West had helped China, 

Dr Reid, by way“o! introduction, said that 
in the last series relnting to harmony a fonda> 
mental principle of the Institute had been un- 
folded, In.this new.seyies a second principle 
of the Institute will be {lustrated, It in. that of 
veneration for the great and good men of thé 
past who. have given benefits to China—thé 
men of highest influence.
